the  lower  lecture  room  by  Prof.  H.  D.  Garrison,  M.D.,  Monday  evening  at 
eight  p.  m. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  Faculty  take  pleasure  in  announcing  the 
completion  of  the  new  College  building  which  has  been  in  process  of  erec- 
tion since  September,  1874,  thus  enabling  them  to  offer  to  students  of 
medicine  an  edifice,  first-class  in  all  its  architectural  and  practical  appoint- 
ments, and  affording  facilities  for  the  prosecution  of  medical  studies  second 
to  none. 

With  the  vastly  improved  advantages  thus  possessed  it  is  believed  that 
the  past  liberal  patronage  extended  to  this  Institution  will  be  merited  and 
received. 

The  new  College  is  located  at  Nos.  511  and  513  State  street,  and  is  easily 
accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city,  as  five  lines  of  street  cars  ply  on  State 
street  at  this  point,  four  cars  passing  on  an  average  every  minute. 

The  lecture  hall  is  well  seated  and  ventilated  and  is  capable  of  seating 
350  students,  the  anatomical  and  surgical  amphitheater  being  of  equal  size. 
The  whole  building  is  warmed  by  steam.  The  dissecting  room  is  one  of 
the  largest  and  finest  in  existence  and  will  accommodate  over  125  students 
at  the  same  time. 

The  museum  and  chemical  room  constitute  an  important  feature,  a  space 
of  over  1,200  square  feet  being  devoted  to  these  purposes. 

The  entire  property,  amounting  in  value  to  about  $50,000,  is  owned  in 
nearly  equal  proportions  by  the  Faculty,  and  not,  as  in  too  many  cases,  by 
one  man  to  whom  other  members  of  the  Faculty  must  look  for  their 
opinions  as  well  as  their  positions. 

The  charter  of  the  College  was  granted  by  special  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  State,  and  confers  on  the  graduates  all  the  rights,  privileges  and 
immunities  pertaining  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

The  professors  are  men  in  the  prime  of  life  and  are  all  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  the  profession  taught  by  them,  thus  enabling  them  to  impart 
practical  and  reliable  information,  and  to  expose  the  errors  of  those 
teachers  whose  theories  have  not  been  tempered  and  corrected  by  practical 
experience. 

Students  may  rely  upon  acquiring  the  latest  and  best  practice  of  the  day 
and  age  in  which  we  live,  instead  of  a  system  of  treatment  in  vogue  forty 
or  even  sixty  years  ago  as  imparted  by  the  too  conservative  teachers  of 
many  medical  colleges,  and  which  must  be  unlearned  by  the  young  prac- 
titioner before  he  can  successfully  cope  with  those  whose  education  has 
fully  kept  pact  with  the  rapid  advance  of  modern  medical  science.

Tho  course  of  instruction  is  full  and  complete  in  every  department,  and 
the  system  of  practice  taught  is  Eclectic  in  the  legitimate  sense  of  the 
word.  Adopting  improvements  by  whomsoever  made  the  Faculty  aim  to 
follow  wherever  truth  and  science  lead  and  inculcate  no  other  inflexible 
creed. 

Whether  remedies  or  measures  are  of  Allopathic,  Homoeopathic  or 
Botanic  origin  are  trifling  questions  as  compared  with  that  of  their  actual 
worth  in  practice. 

Bennett  Feee  Dispensary  is  established  at  the  College,  to  which  the 
afflicted  poor  apply  in  large  numbers,  by  which  means  students  are  prac- 
tically instructed  in  the  most  accurate  methods  of  diagnosis  as  well  as  in 
the  art  of  prescribing.  In  addition  to  these  daily  clinical  exercises,  con- 
ducted by  Profs.  Whitford,  Clark,  Jay,  Sedgwick  and  Olin  on  their  several 
departments,  the  students  have  full  access  to  Cook  County  Hospital,  one 
of  the  largest  institutions  of  the  kind  in  the  country. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  course  of  lectures  as  delivered  in  many 
medical  colleges,  the  students  receive  lectures,  without  extra  charge,  on 
special  Pathology,  Diseases  of  the  Heart,  Throat  a,nd  Lungs,*  Eye  and  Ear, 
and  Medical  Jurisprudence,  by  gentlemen  of  distinguished  ability  in  their 
several  departments. 

DISSECTION. 

Provision  is  made  by  a  law  of  the  State  for  furnishing  to  Medical  Col- 
leges material  for  dissection  (thus  removing  the  ban  of  criminality  existing 
in  some  States),  hence  the  supply  will  be  always  equal  to  the  demand,  and 
subjects  can  at  all  times  be  obtained  on  very  reasonable  terms.  Prof.  Bliss 
has  personal  supervision  of  the  dissecting  room. 

REQUISITES  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  possess  a  good  moral 
character.  He  must  have  been  engaged  in  the  study  of  medicine  at  least 
three  years  and  must  have  attended  not  less  than  two  courses  of  lectures, 
one  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  College,  but  four  years  of  reputable 
practice,  with  previous  study,  are  considered  equal  to  one  course  of  lectures. 
He  must  have  dissected,  and,  previous  to  graduation,  must  sustain  a  satis- 
factory and  honorable  examination  in  every  department. 


DIRECTIONS  FOR  STUDENTS. 

Students,  upon  arrival,  should  at  once  call  upon  the  Dean,  Prof.  Jay,  at 
his  office,  at  the  College  building,  where  all  needed  information  in  regard 
to  board,  etc.,  will  be  cheerfully  given. 

Board  and  lodging  can  be  had  at  $3.50  to  $5  per  week. 

By  clubbing  together,  students  often  board  themselves  at  an  expense 
ranging  from  $1.50  to  $3  per  week.  A  list  of  boarding  houses,  with  their 
prices,  may  be  seen  at  the  Demonstrator's  office  in  the  College  building. 
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FEES. 

Notwithstanding  the  increased  length  of  the  term  and  the  very  superior 
advantages  now  offered,  the  fees  will  remain  as  heretofore,  viz. : 

Tuition  Fee,  including  all  departments $50.00 

Matriculation  and  Demonstrator's  Fees,  each 5.00 

Graduation  Fee 25.00 

Hospital  Ticket  (optional) 5.00 

Scholarships,  entitling  the  purchaser  to  attend  as  many  terms  as  he  may 
choose,  can  be  had  for  $100. 

All  fees  are  payable  in  advance,  but  the  graduation  fee  will  be  returned 
in  case  the  candidate  is  unsuccessful  or  decides  to  withdraw.  Graduates 
of  other  regularly  organized  and  chartered  medical  colleges  will  be 
admitted  to  the  full  course  of  lectures  on  payment  of  the  matriculation 
fee,  $5.

SPRING   OR  SUMMER  SESSION. 

Soon  after  the  close  of  the  regular  term,  a  Spring  or  Summer  term,  suit- 
able for  the  instruction  of  beginners,  will  commence  and  continue  three 
months.  The  lectures  during  this  term  will  not  be  so  frequent,  but  will  be 
given  by  the  regular  Faculty  upon  their  several  departments. 

The  entire  fees  for  this  term  will  be  $10. 

The  Spring  term  will  not  be  accepted  as  a  regular  term  for  the  pur- 
pose of  graduation,  but  the  knowledge  gained  by  its  attendance  will  have 
due  weight  when  the  candidate  presents  himself  at  the  end  of  a  regular 
term. 
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This  curriculum  of  sessions  is  adopted  after  mature  thought  and  delibera- 
tion in  the  full  belief  that  it  is  the  best  for  the  student  as  well  as  the  repu- 
tation of  the  College,  and  that  it  will  commend  itself  to  the  good  judgment 
of  every  experienced  practitioner. 

Those  who  arc  merely  seeking  diplomas,  without  regard  to  adequate 
qualifications  as  practitioners,  and  who  will  be  contented  with  a  very 
cheap  and  superficial  medical  education  cannot  be  expected  to  favor  this 
course;  but  those  wishing  to  lay  a  broad  and  deep  foundation  for  a  suc- 
cessful and  reputable  practice  will  find  the  time  none  too  long. 

It  should  be  the  object  and  aim  of  Medical  Colleges  to  impart  the  largest 
possible  amount  of  instruction,  and  not  degenerate  into  laboratories  for 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  diplomas  on  easy  terms  by  means  of  short 
sessions. 

In  conclusion,  the  Faculty  desire  to  say  that  with  their  increased  facili- 
ties they  feel  that  they  can  safely  promise  a  far  better,  more  instructive 
and  interesting  course  of  lectures  than  any  which  have  preceded,  and  that 
in  the  future  as  in  the  past  every  effort  will  be  made  to  entertain  and 
instruct  the  student.
